Discussion: 

Documents 1-5 cited in the ISR pertain to the "information processing system 
comprising a terminal operated by a user, a first parent device that provides resources, a 
second parent device that stores the personal information of the user, and a value device that 
manages electronic values" as described in claim 1 of the present application. However, 
they do not describe the point that the first parent device comprises "a transfer notification 
reception means that receives a transfer notification from the value device indicating that an 
electronic value (a value corresponding to the supply of said resources) has been transferred 
from the second parent device to the first parent device, and a utilization right issuance 
means that issues the utilization right to the second parent device in response to the transfer 
notification" nor do they describe the point that the second parent device comprises "an 
electronic value transfer request means that in response to a signal requesting the resources 
sent from the terminal device asks the value device for transfer of the electronic value to the 
first parent device, a second utilization right acquisition means that acquires the utilization 
right issued by the first parent device in response to transfer of said electronic value, and a 
utilization right supply means that supplies the utilization right obtained at the second 
utilization right acquisition means to the terminal." Also, this is not obvious to a person 
skilled in the art.
